Given  that  the  much-talked-about  reor- 
ganization of  parking  in  the  city  into 
a  single  department  with  a  so-called 
Parking  Czar  is  several  years  down  the 
line,  your  immediate  concerns  CAN  be 
worked  out  now.

AIRPORT  NOISE: 


Your  Rights  Challenged 


If  the  FAA  and  the  State  have 
their  way,  San  Francisco  Airport  will 
have  more  flights  overall,  more  even- 
ing and  night  flights,  and  more  of  the 
noisier  kinds  of  planes  than  ever  be- 
fore. 

Tiie  State  —  Under  current  noise 
measurement  methods,  evening  and  night 
noise  is  'weighted'  to  reflect  increas- 
ed sensitivity  to  noise  during  quiet 
times.     Under  the  new  method,  'evening 
noise'  would  be  treated  the  same  as 
'day  noise'.     This  will  mean  actual 
noise  levels  can  increase  without  the 
stats  showing  any  increase  in  the  noise 
measured. 

Furthermore,  the  new  measurements 
will  do  nothing  about  variations  from 
'average  noise  level',  which  doesn't 
take  into  account  some  of  the  low-fly- 
ing house-shakers  because  their  impact 
gets  averaged  with  periods  of  total 
silence. 

The  final  kicker  is  that  the  new 
regulations  would  restrict  who  can 
complain  about  aircraft  noise,  by  re- 
defining who  is  an  'interested  party'. 
The  proposal  would  effectively  deny 
San  Franciscans  the  right  to  appeal 
State  noise  decisions  concerning  SFO.

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Trashy  Matters 


At  the  August  GPA  meeting.  Cedar 
Kehoe  and  Kelly  Ryan  of  Sanitary  Land- 
fill Company  spoke  about  our  city's 
pilot    household  hazardous  waste  fac- 
ility and  about  recycling  in  San  Fran- 
cisco.    Both  Cedar  and  Kelly  had  sur- 
prises; a  remarkable  number  of  ordin- 
ary household  items  fall  into  the 
'hazardous  waste'  category,  while  an 
equally  remarkable  number  of  surpris- 
ing items  are  fully  recyclable. 

For  instance,  dried  nail  polish  is 
considered  safe,  and  can  therefore  be 
included  in  your  normal  trash.  But 
liquid  nail  polish  is  not  safe.  Hap- 
pily, San  Francisco  is  virtually  unique 
in  that  we  have  a  safe  place  to  respon- 
sibly dispose  of  such  products.  The 
Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection 
Facility  (HHWCF)  is  near  Candlestick 
Park  and  is  open  Thursday,  Friday  and 
Saturday  from  8  a.m.  to  4  p.m.  Their 
number  is  554-4333,  and  it  should  be 
the  first  number  you  call  when  you're 
planning  to  finally  clean  out  the  gar- 
age or  basement. 

HHWCF  also  puts  out  a  remarkably 
informative  pamphlet  called  'Garbage 
Cans  and  Can'ts',  which  will  be  avail- 
able at  GPA  meetings  for  the  next  few 
months,  or  until  supplies  run  out. 
It  not  only  tells  you  what's  safe  to 
dispose  of  via  regular  trash  pickups 
and  what  needs  to  be  set  aside  to  be 
taken  to  the  facility,  it  also  offers 
some  useful  advice  on  how  to  cut  down 
on  the  usage  of  toxics  and  other  chem- 
icals —  an  issue  that  is  becoming  in- 
creasingly vital  to  ensure  a  safe  en- 
vironment for  our  children  and  their 
children. 


We've  saved  the  Library  —  for  now. 
So  make  use  of  it!     The  library  is 
open  every  afternoon  on  weekdays, 
plus  Tuesday  mornings  and  Wednesday 
until  9  p.m.

What's  more,  the 
City  is  getting  ready  to  institute  a 
curbside  recycling  program,  to  make  it 
easier  than  ever  to  get  rid  of  your 
aluminum,  glass  and  newspapers.  Ulti- 
mately, it  will  provide  a  reliable 
source  of  income  for  the  City,  as  well 
as  cut  down  on  the  need  for  raw  mater- 
ials and  the  problems  generated  by 
their  accumulation.

Seiwald  says  that  the  issues  being 
seriously  considered  are:     the  2-term 
supervisorial  limit  measures,  the 
Library  Bond  Measure,  and  the  four 
statewide  auto  insurance  initiatives. 
It  is  possible  there  is  room  for  one 
more  issue  on  the  program.     If  you

That  way,  you  can  cast  ai 'thoughtful, 
well-reasoned  vote  in  November. 
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Library  Compromise  Details 


At  the  11th  hour,  as  most  of  you 
now  know,  our  beloved  Glen  Park  Branch 
Library  was  saved  from  extinction. 
The  Mayor's  Budget  Office  found  unused 
municipal  court  monies  and  set  them 
aside  for  the  four  threatened  branches. 
Because  the  money  was  technically  un- 
der the  control  of  the  Supervisors,  not 
the  Mayor,  Supv.  Harry  Britt  proposed 
formall;^'  that  the  funds  be  used  in  this 
manner.     The  Finance  Committee  and  the 
full  Board  unanimously  agreed. 

The  courts  money  is  only  part  of  the 
overall  package.     In  addition,  some 
funds  from  the  After  School  Recreation 
Program  are  being  diverted,  as  part  of 
the  city's  efforts  to  address  the  needs 
of  latchkey  children.     Finally,  there 
is  also  an  unspecified  'volunteer  com- 
mitment'  that  will  be  needed  to  round 
out  the  full  amount. 

At  the  urging  of  the  GPA,  Library 
Administration  decided  to  continue  the 
dialogue  begun,  somewhat  acrimoniously, 
during  the  branches  fight.     CPA's  Ad 
Hoc  Library  Committee  Co-Chairs  Carol 
Steiman  and  Lucretia  Levinger  will  be 
attending  meetings  with  City  Librarian 
Ken  Dowlin,  Chief  of  Branches  E.  Hope 
Hayes,  Coordinator  of  Children's  Ser- 
vices Neel  Parikh  and  Librarians' 
Guild  representatives  Cathy  Bremer  and 
Shelly  Sorenson. 

At  the  first  meeting  on  July  19th, 
the  Library  made  it  clear  that  every- 
thing was  open  for  discussion,  in  or- 
der to  better  fulfill  the  service  goals 
of  each  branch.     While  the  representa- 
tives of  three  of  the  original  four 
threatened  branches  each  expressed  dif- 
fering needs  for  their  own  branch,  it 
was  clear  that  everyone  at  the  meeting 
is  committed  to  working  together  in  a 
positive,  constructive  way. 

The  first  order  of  business  is  to 
quantify  the  various  neighborhoods' 
needs.     Toward  that  end,  the  Library 
has  prepared  a  survey  form  to  be  cir- 
culated among  library  users  and  non- 
users  alike.     If  you  are  on  the  GPA 
mailing  list,  a  copy  is  included  in 
this  newsletter.

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Burglaries, 
Auto  Thefts  Up 


Ingleside  Police  District  advises 
there  has  been  a  sharp  increase  in  the 
number  of  burglaries  in  and  around 
Glen  Park.     The  burglars  prefer  front 
doors  with  glass  in  them,  which  they 
quickly  smash  and  then  gain  access  to 
unlock  deadbolts.    Most  of  the  current 
upswing  of  burglaries  takes  place  dur- 
ing the  daytime. 

If  you've  been  meaning  to  do  the 
proverbial  'something'  about  your 
glass  front  door,  now  is  the  time. 
An  alternative  to  metal  bars  is  3/8" 
plexiglass,  installed  on  the  inside 
of  the  window  and  mounted  to  the  wood 
frame.     It's  nearly  invisible  from 


both  inside  and  out,  and  is  virtually 
impossible  to  get  through.     The  plexi 
and  instructions  on  mounting  it  are 
available  at  Tap  Plastics  on  Mission 
Street  near  Army. 

Auto  crimes  up  again  ~  There's 
also  been  no  relief  from  the  steady 
rise  of  outright  auto  theft  and  also 
theft  of  parts  and  contents  from  cars 
(called  'boosting').     If  you  can  park 
your  car  off  the  street,  you  probably 
should  do  so  for  a  while,  at  least 
until  we  see  some  improvement.

If  you're  wondering  why  there  is 
better  visibility  at  the  corner  of  Elk 
and  Bosworth  Streets,  you  can  thank 
the  hard  workers  in  Friends  of  Glen 
Canyon  Park.

Broom  is  a  so-called  'weedy 
exotic'  plant  that  crowds  out  the  more 
fragile  California  native  plants  which 
belong  on  that  spot  and  others. 

While  the  Friends  would  like  some- 
day to  see  all  the  broom  eliminated 
from  the  Park,  they've  also  applied  a 
more  surgical  approach  to  another 
plant,  our  native  cattails,  which  grow 
in  one  of  the  drainage  ditches  on  the 
slopes.     The  cattails  have  been  choking 
out  the  habitat  of  the  rare  San  Fran-

Needless  to  say,  the  Citizens  Air- 
port Noise  Committee  is  strongly  pro- 
testing all  three  measures. 

The  FAA  —  Currently,  the  Airport 
Commission  and  the  FAA  are  at  logger- 
heads, because  SFO  denies  landling 
rights  to  older,  noisier  jets.  Much 
saber-rattling  on  both  sides  has  taken 
place,  though  no  final  decision  has 
been  made. 

Airport  Master  Plan  —  SFO's  20-year 
plan  calls  for  a  sharp  increase  in  the 
number  of  aircraft  using  the  airport, 
and  thus  also  projects  new  facilities 
(e.g.  another  runway)  to  accommodate 
the  increase.    Many  of  the  new  opera- 
tions would  be  directed  over  San  Fran- 
cisco neighborhoods,  further  increas- 
ing noise  levels. 


What  YOU  can  do  —  Take  a  sticky 
label  and  put  the  Airport  Noise  Abate- 
ment's phone  number  —  876-7816  or 

876-2219  —  on  it,  and  then  stick  it 
right  on  your  phone.  Whenever  you  are 
disturbed  by  low-flying  aircraft,  call 
and  complain.  The  records  of  com- 
plaints DO  have  some  impact,  and  these 
records  will  be  increasingly  important 
in  the  future. 

Glen  Park  is  especially  fortunate 
that  our  Health  &  Environment  Chair, 
Carol  Gamble,  is  a  vocal  member  of  the 
Citizens  Airport  Noise  Committee,  set 
up  last  year  by  the  Supervisors.  But 
Carol  needs  our  help  in  making  those 
phone  calls,  which  give  her  powerful 
ammunition  in  the  battle  against  ef- 
forts to  allow  SFO's  noise  impacts  on 
our  neighborhood  to  increase.
